F you cannot locate any ready reference on a collectible in 

which you're particularly interested, you can always resort to 
researching it yourself. That’s what Mrs. Corrinne Stabler of 
Baltimore, Maryland did when she was perplexed about the history 
of some silver heirloom spoons. The result was so worthy that it 
prompted us to inaugurate a section, “Our Readers Research”, page 
32, wherein such valuable data can be shared. This section will 
appear from time to time in Spinning Wheel to inform, and inspire 
others to “dig” just a little deeper into the origins, whys and where- 
fores of their own possessions. Researching is admittedly a man- 
sized job for skilled persons, however a few of the famous 
authorities on antiques today quite unsuspectingly got their starts 
by just such “digging”. We can’t promise that everyone will become 
an authority, but it’s as equally a rewarding pursuit as collecting 
itself. 


A recent mail brought two clippings from an 1846 newspaper .. . 
bordered funeral invitations. One of them reads, “You Are Re- 
quested To Attend The Funeral Of Sarah Julia, From The 
Residence Of Her Father, Robert H. Styll, This Afternoon, At Half 
Past 3 O’Clock. Richmond, Monday Morning, August 3, 1846”. 
Apparently these were paid notices inserted by the bereaved 
families. Just when this custom originated, whether or not it was a 
general practice or restricted to certain families and circumstances, 
how deaths and funerals were announced prior to this time, and 


when this type of “public invitation” ceased being proper 
etiquette, are just a few of the questions that remain to be 
answered .. . another research possibility, among so many! 


After the publication of Handbook of Tomorrow’s Antiques by 
Carl W. Drepperd and myself, the only adverse criticism was from 
a reader, disappointed because she thought the book would feature 
today’s merchandise destined for value in the future, as antiquities. 
What a mammoth job she had expected us to execute. And I 
daresay if anyone tried to tackle it, in its entirety, tomorrow’s 
collecting pleasures would be decidedly lessened. I am, these three 
years hence, willing to predict ONE Antique of Tomorrow that can 
now be had .. . and that is the album of Jack Knox prints titled 
A Vanishing Era. 

Spinning Wheel’s good friend, Dr. G. H. Elliott of Nashville, 
Tennessee introduced me, via the printed page, to Jack Knox. He’s 
a nationally known cartoonist, but in my book he'll go down in 
history for his column in pictures and words in the Nashville 
Banner depicting as his editors describe it “the most unique ex- 
amples of bygone days which are still a part of this area’s (middle 
Tennessee) life”. His word-picture cartoons are done “on the scene” 
of remaining examples of Tennessee’s heritage . . . . also our 
nation’s heritage, vital to be recorded here and now. And Jack 
Knox records them, accurately and fascinatingly in his editorial 
cartoons. The “Log Barn” for example, shows the notched logs 
used in early “open type” barns, hewn logs in a “tight” barn, old 
gate posts where squared ends were driven into round holes. The 
“Smokehouse” depicts the lock with wooden tumblers and wooden 
key, the homemade windlasses which are still drawing water, the 
cedar bucket with gourd dipper. Eight of his “Vanishing Era” 
water colors including the Covered Bridge, Street Crier, Blacksmith 
at Work, etc., have been published in color, ready for framing . . . 
and these, plus the black and whites in the Nashville Banner are 
what we predict will be high on the list of valuable collectibles 
even before the 21st century rolls around . . . . captured now, 
for posterity, before it’s too late. e

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MEMO Be SA 


(Excuse me, folks, but I must tell you 
about my vacation!) 


Great BIG Wonperrut Wortp: Noth- 
ing quite prepares the Eastern eye for a 
first visit to the great North West—not 
all the post cards, nor guide books, nor 
enthusiastically spoken words. It’s just so 
big! Big mountains, big waterways, big 
flowers—big hearts! Perhaps the shock of 
transferring in one night from 96 degrees 
Maryland heat to a land where an 82 
degree temperature wins newspaper men- 
tion—or the terrific emotional impact of 
winging over the incredibly beautiful, 
and totally unexpected, Cascades between 
Spokane and Seattle—unhinged us from 
the start. How can people bother to work 
or eat or go to bed at night what with 
just looking! (They said we were lucky, 
usually it rains!) The continual con- 
trasts held us awestruck, too—from snow 
boots and ice slopes to shorts and yachts 
in two easy hours — from the blue and 
white of majestic Rainier and the Douglas 
fir of Snoqualmie Pass to the pines and 
orchards and brown buttes of Wenatchee 
in a half-day’s drive—from the old world 
romance, soft lights and French cuisine 
of Blanc’s in Seattle to the belching, 
prosaic smelter in Tacoma where over 
425 tons of ores and concentrates are 
smelted and 95,000 tons of copper are 
refined each year—from roses as big as 
dinner plates (well, luncheon plates, if 
you must, 10” size), to the delicate 
miscroscopic perfection of the Alpine 
lilies above the snow slope on Rainier. 
Only when the familiar sign “Antiques” 
appeared, did our magnified vision slip 
into focus again. Antiques—and super- 
markets—they’re magic anywhere! 


Port GAMBLE was, and is, a lumbering 
center. The first logs were cut there in 
1852 (Seattle then had a population of 
170) by the Pope and Talbot Lumber 
Company. These early Popes and Talbots 
and Walkers were already veteran lum- 
bermen who had sailed around the Horn 
from their native Maine, to become the 
lumber and shipping magnates of Wash- 
ington Territory. It was a strictly Maine 
operation—they even sent back home to 
Sebec, and to Lubec and Machias in 
Washington County, Maine, for the men 
to operate their mills—and we doubt if 
one of them was homesick for a minute. 
The Company built the Admiralty Hotel 
in 1853 to accommodate the office staff 
and families, and some very elegant 
furniture was imported, part of it from 
Germany, to make everybody comfort- 
able. The Admiralty is gone now, and 
the Puget Hotel has taken its place, still 
owned by “the Company”, but open now 
to the public. When this new hotel was 
built, in 1903, six of the rooms (still 
available for guests who specify) were 
furnished with the choicest pieces from 
the old Admiralty — marble top stands 
and dressers, Lincoln rockers and side 
chairs, and tremendous, towering beds. 
While all the section around the Hood 
Canal seemed physically reminiscent of 
Maine, those biggest beds in the world 
were pure Washingtoniana! 





When the Puget Hotel was built in 1903, 
six of its guest rooms were furnished with 
the choicest pieces from the old Ad- 
miralty Hotel which it replaced. Example 
above is mammoth old walnut bed which 
occupies one of these rooms. 


Lore Or THe Lanp: Trying to take in 
the Washington State Historical Society 
Museum (in Tacoma) in an hour and a 
half is as frustrating as trying to absorb 
the State of Washington in fourteen days. 
You see too much—and you see too little. 
You say you'll go back to study the In- 
dian collections with dog wool blankets, 
elaborate bead and skin and basket works, 
and the marvellous Alaskan exhibits with 
artifacts and early Russian copper pans 
and pitchers. You want to see again the 
stuffed yellow cat curled on the rug be- 
fore the fireplace in the Pioneer kitchen. 
But you find yourself mesmerized before 
Ezra Meeker’s covered wagon, hitched 
to two huge stuffed oxen, Dave and 
Dandy, handsome and brown and forever 
in the traces. You're content to stand 
and stare and ponder on the history of 
the region. Ezra Meeker, on January 29, 
1906, in this very covered wagon, drawn 
by this same Dave, and Dandy’s pre- 
decessor, began his famous overland jour- 
ney to Washington, D. C., backtracking 
over the Oregon Train. The wagon had 
been built the year previous in Puyallup 
from the remains of seventy-three wagons 
that had crossed the trail when Indians, 
dust and dangers were very real. Mr. 
Meeker’s purpose was to fix nation-wide 
attention on the Oregon Trail and to get 
something done about marking its course 
for posterity. The result of his 8000 mile 
round trip is seen today in the 31 granite 
monuments over an area of 1600 miles, 
that tell the story of the pioneer trek.

A Good Investment 


VERY now and then, a private 
collection comes on the market to 
— set in circulation again some rare and 
* a. unusual pieces. For over twenty-five 
"ea? years, Mrs. W. O. Blakey of Mt. Ver- 
non, N. Y., has been collecting — and 
enjoying—colored tumblers. On reach- 
ing the 150 mark, she decided to re- 
duce her collection to favorite pieces 
only. With forty of her “pets” retained 
for herself, the remaining 112 passed 
into the hands of Harry W. Hartman 
of Vernon Antiques in Mt. Vernon, to 
become one of the largest collections 
Spatter glass, sometimes called “End of Day” (see “Correct Glassware Designations”, of colored glass tumblers ever offered 
Spinning Wheel February °56) ; white overlay with cranberry thumbprint design; clear for jndividual sale in Westchester 
bnail with opalescent hobs and edge (note sharp pointed hobs rounded at base, County. 
and even distribution of hobs, all marks of the old pieces). Mrs. Blakey was a discriminating 


collector, and her good taste is re- 
flected in her selections. The examples 
pictured show many rarities, gathered 
during a period when fine pieces were 
more plentiful and when reproductions 
were not a consideration. Some of the 
pieces shown are so unusual as to 
appear unknown to the newcomer to 
tumbler collecting. 

As an example of investment buying 
in antiques, this collection illustrates 
clearly the advantages of foresighted 
buying, concentration on an “antique 
of tomorrow” (thirty years ago Art 
Glass was “pretty”, but not strictly 
“antique”), and careful selection of 
the best examples currently available. 
Cranberry Spanish Lace pattern (note clarity of leaf and flower which is distinctive Prices that Mrs. Blakey has paid over 
of the old); blue Coinspot; fine Diamond Quilted Mother-of-pearl Satin Glass. the years for her individual pieces 
have ranged from a couple of dollars 
to $22.50 for the better examples, with 
perhaps an average cost of $7 to $8. 
The average value on today’s market 
is $12 to $15—a 50% increase in less 
than one generation! It is safe to say 
her original investment has been 
more than returned and the tumblers 
still in her possession represent a free 
and clear profit—steadily increasing! 

It is unlikely Mrs. Blakey began her 
collecting with the thought of invest- 
ment—she collected with enjoyment 
and for her own pleasure. But her 
taste in selection, of both category and 
individual pieces, led into profit-wise 
paths -— and offers a practical les-

Wallpapers

OMEMAKERS of today sur- 

round themselves with furnish- 
ings that are in keeping with their 
taste and manner of living. They 
know that a harmonious background 
for their furniture and accessories is 
as important as the _ furnishings 
themselves. For these reasons they 
are aware that following trends or 
vogues in order to achieve something 
different, is not likely to accomplish 
the desired end. The something dif- 
ferent, is often too different, perhaps 
even something wrong. They no 
longer feel that not to follow as 
sheep is to be dated, and conse- 
quently, refuse to have their walls 
covered like those of their neighbors 
and friends. 

The beauty of form, color, and 
mellowness of old furniture and ac- 
cessories often suffers when placed 
against an unsympathetic back- 
ground. Wall backgrounds should be 
carefully chosen to complement or 
enhance according to the need. Some 
pieces need very quiet backgrounds 























to show up line, design, color, grain 
and texture — other pieces that are 
severe show up well against exurber- 
ant colors and designs. The right 
wallpaper can create backgrounds 
which, because they are suitable, are 
personal, attractive and distinctive. 

The use of pattern wallpaper is 
most certainly not necessary in every 
room in the home that houses old 
things. Nor does it follow that plain 
walls are not acceptable in some in- 
stances. There is also the combina- 
tion of pattern and plain that is often 
a very happy one. One frequently 
hears, “Oh! with wallpaper I can’t 
use an Oriental rug nor can I hang 
any pictures.” This is not true. Just 
be careful of how much pattern you 
are using with pattern. 

Patterns can create _ illusions. 
Papers with a vista pattern, or per- 
spective, make a room appear larger. 
Diamond designs carry the glance to 
the corners. Small crowded allover 
patterns tend to make your room

seem smaller. Stripes hung horizon- 
tally give narrowing effects. Floor to 
ceiling papering will make a room 
appear larger than paper hung from 
floor to picture moulding which is 
usually spaced about twelve inches 
below the ceiling in many older 
houses. Wallpaper is excellent for 
disguising building design errors. If 
you live in a very modern dwelling, 
even an apartment, and wish to keep 
using your antique furnishings and 
possessions, the right choice of wall- 
paper can co-ordinate the old with 
the new and the effect is harmonious. 

Select your wallpaper to satisfy 
your own taste and feel. If certain 
patterns do things to you, avoid 
them. Exposures and climates should 
influence selections. A warm climate 
and southern exposures are best with 
cooler colors—whites, greys, greens 
and blues. Northern exposures or a 
cold climate should have warm colors 
—yellows, to browns, to reds. Some 
people have very definite likes and 
dislikes of certain colors. Do not 
choose background colors that you 
dislike or that make you unhappy, 
any more than you would select a 
wallpaper that did not incorporate 
the feeling of the room in which it is 
to be hung. 

If your living room leans toward 
the formal do not use little chintzie 
nosegays. And keep in mind that 
severe stripes do not reflect the spirit 
of camaraderie of a family group 
pursuing their various interests in 
the one living room. Dining room 
papers can usually take highly decor- 
ative patterns, which are gay and 
stimulating, since the time spent in 
the room is not prolonged. Wall- 
papers in hallways and entrances can 
be as colorful and eye arresting as 
you desire. It is well to remember 
that the entrance and passage areas 
should be interesting, diverting, re- 
flecting the feeling of cheerfulness

and welcome. Do not minimize the 
fact, that the first impressions of the 
stranger or the new acquaintance, 
are formed by the appearance of the 
entrance and first floor halls. 

Whether to use patterns sparingly 
or generously can be decided only by 
how much or how little background 
emphasis your various old pieces re- 
quire to complement or enhance 
them.

Canary Lustre Counterfeits 


IHE tale I am about to unfold has 
its humorous angles. To resort to 
some of the children’s jargon of today, 
this one is for the birds—and they are 
canaries. And I was victimized. Many 
of you may enjoy hearing about how 
I was taken in but don’t forget one 
thing—I have plenty of company. 
Nearly all my life I have collected 
all sorts of things, from furniture and 
mirrors to valentines, miniature ani- 
mals and figurines to camellia prints, 
and of course glass. Among other 
items in my collection are a number 
of choice lustre pitchers and mugs. 
A few weeks ago a young chap who 
picks up all sorts of antiques to sell, 
brought in to show me, six canary 
lustre mugs. They were beauties and 
all perfect. The fact that canary lustre 
is so rare and so expensive, generally 
speaking, adds zest to the chase. Here 
before me were these six lovely mugs, 
and the price was reasonable. There 
was one fairly large one picturing 
some dogs about to chase a cat away

from a dish of milk, inscribed “An 
intruder wins a prize’. Another car- 
ried a beautiful medallion in silver 
resist. Then there was such an appeal- 
ing pair of small ones bearing figures 
in color. Inside the tops were wide 
bands of purple resist. The sixth was 
ornamented with brightly colored 
berries and leaves, and decorated with 
bands of purple lustre. Well, they 
were all lovely and I was delighted 
with them. 

It is always so disappointing when 
a beautiful colorful bubble bursts. Of 
course my field is glass but the moral 
of my story is that ANYTHING you 
buy today, it seems, should be care- 
fully studied, VERY carefully studied, 
because all those enchanting mugs 
turned out to be frauds. 

As yet, I am not perfectly certain 
as to who first discovered the swindle. 
It WAS revealed that a prominent 
dealer had purchased and sold a 
quantity of these canary pieces, in- 
cluding a tea-set, all of which he has

recalled. It seems in going over this 
yellow lustre, once so rare and sud- 
denly plentiful, he thought one piece 
looked too yellow. A dab of paint- 
remover on the base, and the yellow 
came off! A similar test on the old 
pieces in my collection proved that 
paint-remover has no effect on the 
genuine article. 

Just how we were all deceived by 
this latest trick in the trade is very 
simple. OLD mugs, pitchers, tea-sets, 
etc., including some soft paste pieces, 
were given a coating of yellow and 
the work was so cleverly accomplished 
that it is no little wonder we were 
fooled. The weight was right and the 
original designs were all there. The 
purple-resist decoration on my mugs 
was perfect because it was the original 
and had not been coated. 

In comparing my old mugs with the 
newly treated ones, I find that in the 
fakes, the coating of yellow covered 
ALL the bases, including the edge the 
base rests on. This same base-edge in

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CAMPAIGN POST CARDS

ROM now until Election Day, 

campaign issues will again be 
uppermost in the minds of citizens of 
the United States. Both major parties 
will endeavor to win the voters. For 
the first time in the history of our 
country, more people will have the 
opportunity to see and to hear the 
different candidates because of tele- 
vision. Every contact MUST appeal. 


Candidates will not travel as much 
as did the nominees of previous years. 
On one day during the Taft-Bryan 
campaign, William J. Bryan made 
eighteen speeches. Within a few 
months, he travelled 18,000 miles. 

Campaign post cards were issued 
in 1904-1916 and used extensively and 
effectively by the leading parties.

Thousands of post cards were printed 

of the Capitol with picture inserts of 

William Howard Taft and James 

Sherman as well as of William J. 

Bryan and John Kern. 


A colorful and attractive group of 
cards titled, “Our Choice’, shows 
the leading candidates; the Flag or 
the Shield in color forms the back- 
ground with a gold American Eagle 
holding an olive branch and arrows. 


An interesting card features an 
empty dinner pail which carries these 
words, “The Bottom is out of the Full 
Dinner Pail’; the title in bold letters, 
“The Republican Party is in Power. 
Isn’t a change desirable?” A picture 
of Bryan is on the back. 

Gibson Girls with flags over Taft, 
“Glory and Prosperity for our 
Country” adorn many cards. Then, 
too, Uncle Sam with the flag and the 
American Eagle leads an elephant on 
top of the United States: the sun 
above (Taft’s photo) with its rays, 
“Liberty, Prosperity, Equality, Hap- 
piness” shines on the world. 

The H. C:; Leighton Co., Portland, 
Maine, published an unusual post card. 
An artistic design with the names of 
the states, the electoral vote marked 
R or D for the election in 1904 and 
figures for the electoral choice for 
1908 frame W. J. Bryan.

Chester County Collectibles 


By Berenice M. Bai 


VERY region has its own special 
“collectibles”, and Chester 
County, Pennsylvania, is no excep- 
tion. Its Etruscan Majolica, made 
during the last century by the Griffin 
& Smith pottery in Phoenixville is 
known far and wide. Less known is 
the fact that the clay for the now 
eagerly sought Philadelphia-made 
Tucker china came from Chester 
County. This clay, technically known 
as “kaolin” was so extensively mined 
there that a little community grew up 
at the scene of operations, and it is 
called Kaolin, today. 
When William Ellis Tucker estab- 


lished his factory for the manufacture 
of porcelain in Philadelphia in 1826, 
utilizing his find of a rich vein of 
kaolin in Chester County, his first 
products were either undecorated or 
decorated with sepia landscapes in 
brown or charcoal. Gold bands were 
often added on special orders to make 
the china more elegant. In 1828, he 
took a partner into his new venture, 
as he was always beset with financial 
difficulties, and the pieces of the ware 
that were marked then bore both 

names—Tucker and Hulme. 
In this “second period” (1828-1832)

Lore of Our Land 
Pictured In Glass 


A Review Of The Book Of The Same Title By Bessie M. Lindsey, Published 


By The Author, Forsyth, Ill. Vol. I 


HEN Bessie M. Lindsey, as a 

young doctor’s wife in Forsyth, 
Illinois, purchased her first piece of 
historical glass, the thought of doing 
a book on the subject was far from 
her mind. Yet such a book was in- 
evitable. 

Mrs. Lindsey was a collector, a 
writer on historical subjects, and a 
professional researcher. Her work 
with the Institute of American 
Geneology, of which she is a Fellow, 
had given her an awareness of history 
and historical personages, as well as a 
thorough knowledge of the American 
scene. Glass with historical associa- 
tion seemed made to order for her 
personal collecting, and offered an 
irresistible challenge to her passion 
for identification and research. As her 
collection grew, so did her notebooks 
fill. A book was the natural — and 
happy — result. 

The first volume of “Lore of Our 
Land Pictured in Glass’ appeared in 
1948, the second in 1950. These are

essentially picture books, showing 
some 500 or more pieces, all from the 
Lindsey collection, of glass which re- 
flect the history and development of 
America. The text is confined to de- 
scriptive paragraphs, with emphasis 
on what was made and why, rather 
than by whom, though makers and 
dates are not omitted when important 
to identification. The whole combines 
into an accurate and extremely fasci- 
nating record of our national past and 
progress. 

During the heyday of Pressed Glass, 
scarcely an event of major importance 
in American history from Columbia’s 
discovery to laying of the Atlantic 
Cable but was recorded in some form 
or other by alert glassmakers with an 
eye to casting the current event into 
a permanent souvenir.

Mrs. Lindsey pioneered in putting 
history in her corner cupboard—and 
in her books she shares herenthusiasm 
and her research generously. There 
are no doubt other examples of his- 
torical glass not shown in her collec- 
tion for glassmakers all over the 
country were prolific. But for anyone 
interested in making a collection of: 
this type—and pieces are fortunately 
still available—Mrs. Lindsey’s collec- 
tion sets a goal to aim for—and her 
books offer inspiration as well 
as a great deal of accurate in- @ 
formation. 








Staffordshire Chimney Ornaments by 
Reginald Haggar. Printed in Great 
Britain for the Pitman Publishing Cor- 
poration, New York. $8.50 


Chimney ornaments, of one sort or 
other, were made as part of their 
stock in trade by almost every early 
Staffordshire potter. Even Wedgwood, 
whose production was of more sophis- 
ticated wares, produced some early 
figures in basalt and salt-glaze that 
did him proud. 

In getting together material for a 
monograph on cottage ornaments, a 
task Mr. Haggar has accomplished so 
delightfully, it is impossible not to 
furnish a study of the various potters. 
It is this information, some of it as- 
sembled for the first time, and pre- 
sented in such a friendly, at times 
almost gossipy, fashion, yet with such 
accuracy of detail, that makes the 
book of interest to collectors of any 
early wares. 

For those whose interest lies pri- 
marily in cottage ornaments, it is in- 
valuable with its lists of subjects 
represented, manufacturers, model- 
lers, potters’ marks and notes on bases 
and decorations. In addition is given 
a tempting list of museums (all in 
England, alas!) where fine examples 
can be found, as well as a most help- 
ful bibliography for further study. 

The book covers not only the well 
known manufacturers of the 18th cen- 
tury, such as Astbury, Whieldon and 
Ralph Wood, but also the ramifica- 
tions of these families, thus extending 
the study into a later period. Since 
practically all the Staffordshire pot- 
ters seem related, either through 
blood or marriage, this covers most 
of the leading families. In addition to 
the well knowns, there is considerable 
data on such lesser workers as Oba-

The author has researched countless 
newspapers and. records of the period 
to establish the accuracy of dates, kin- 
ship and business transactions, with 
the result that a bit of the unexpected 
human creeps pleasantly into the 
statistical. To quote, for examples: 

“Sampson Smith died in 1878. His 
obituary notice (in the Staffordshire 
Sentinal, 4 January 1879) described 
him as ‘a well known and highly re- 
spected china manufacturer, carrying 
on business in Barker Street’. The 
funeral at St. James’s Church, Long- 
ton, on 1 January 1879, was attended 
by a great throng of people. There 
were twenty coaches. The crowd which 
assembled at the churchyard was dis- 
persed by a bull which broke loose 
from its driver in Longton High 
Street.” 

Could any reader, after that, resist 
an ornament, most likely a red-nosed, 
gold-starred white spaniel, with the 
base stamp “Made by Sampson Smith, 
Longton 1851”? 

The chapter on John ened who- 
combined potting and porter to his 
woe, is a commentary on the plag- 
aries, ethics, and competition problems 
(most of them Wedgwood’s) of the 
time. And the incidental references 
throughout the book to the potter’s 
daily life is of social import—witness 
the testimony of one Richard Morton, 
aged nine, printed in an 1842 Report 
on the Employment of Children in 
Factories: “I work by the piece (at 
the china manufactory of Hilditch & 
Hopwood, Longton) and can make 40 
dozen small figures in a day. I get 
1 d. for 10 dozen, that is about 2 s. a 
week.” 

Nor should we neglect to mention 
the excellent references to Toby jugs, 
with a list of characters represented 
known to be marked by such makers 
as Hollins, Neale, Lakin &

G. Thorpe. The Macmillan Company. 
$4.50 


This practical manual on hand- 
weaving, clear, concise, amply illus- 
trated with diagrams and drawings, 
was intended ‘for classroom, studio or 
home use. The beginner, whether he 
works alone or in class projects, will 
find here exactly the type of help he 
needs—from the selection of his loom, 
necessary equipment and accessories. 
to the complete directions for every 
stage of weaving, beginning with the 
setting up and ending with the fin- 
ished textile. 

The author first became interested 
in weaving when, as a member of the 
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staff of the Buffalo Museum of 

Science, she was teaching a class in 

American Indians and found herself 

intrigued with their handcrafts. She 

went on to study weaving at the Pen- 
land School of Handicrafts in North 

Carolina, and from 1941 to 1953, she 

was engaged in teaching various 

classes in weaving under the Buffalo 

Museum of Science programs and the 

Occupational Therapy programs of 

the University of Buffalo’s Medical 

College. It is her familiarity with the 

problems of beginning weavers and 

her ability to explain simply yet ex- 
plicitly the entire processes that make 
the book of such value to novices. 

Instructors, too, will welcome it as a 

comprehensive and practical text. 

Experienced weavers will not only 
find much of interest in the review 
of beginning practices, but will hail 
with delight the second half of the 
book which presents a variety of use- 
ful and handsome weaves, such as the 
twill, overshot, summer and winter, 
Bronson, and Crackle — and 
especially the concluding chap- p 
ter on personalized design. 

The Decoration of English Porcelain by 
Stanley W. Fisher, F.R.S.A. Published 
by Derck Verschoyle, London. 

In this eminently readable book, 
covering the decoration of English 
porcelain from 1750 to 1850, the 
author, whose “English Blue and 
White Porcelain of the Eighteenth 
Century” is widely known to collec- 
tors, has carried his research further 
in time, and has turned out a book of 
reference that is equally fascinating 
to the casual student and lover of 
beautiful porcelain as to the serious 
collector. The progress of porcelain 
decoration is traced from the tentative 
underglaze painting in blue of the 
1750s to the accomplished specialist 
landscapes, flowers, figures, and her- 
aldry of a hundred years later. Pro- 
cesses such as transfer printing, glaz- 
ing, enamelling, and gilding are sim- 
ply, yet accurately, explained. 

The way of the pioneer porcelain 
maker was far from easy and the 
story of the conditions under which 
early decorators worked, the organi- 
zational problems of the porcelain 
factory of the 1750s, and the hard won 
steps in skill, buttressed with perse- 
verance, make us all the more ap- 
preciative of the beauty we admire 
today. 

The early china decorator had to be 
not only an artist experienced in the 
medium, but one capable of adjusting 
to the new techniques demanded by 
constant advances in the porcelain 
itself, and of an inventiveness to pro- 
duce some designs, at least, which 
called on no foreign source. Artists 
working inside the factory decorating 
shops were of two kinds, those, poorly 
paid, no doubt, whose repetitive work 
was done especially in underglaze 
Blue (at Lowestoft this work was 
reportedly done by girls; at Wor-

| Our Readers Research 





Through her own interest and study, 
Mrs. Stabler learned about her 
family spoons and their maker . 


George 
Christopher 


Dowig 
(1724-1807) 


FEW years ago, coming into the 

possession of some old silver 
spoons, used in our family for three 
generations, I undertook a little re- 
search into their origin. 

Both tablespoons and _ teaspoons 
(latter shown exact size in accom- 
panying illus.) are unique in their 
decoration of a bird, in relief, on the 
back of the bowl. The bird, standing 
on a small branch, body turned to the 
left, and head to the right, holds in 
his beak what we, in the family, have 
always called an “olive branch”, pre- 
suming him to be a dove. He stands 
quite proudly, head high, with each 
little feather of his wings still clearly 
defined. Bright-cut engraving and a 
monogram decorate the handles. 

The bright-cut engraving (see illus. 
of front of spoon) gave a hint as to 
age, since this style of engraving, cut 
so as to give a surface reflection, was 
discontinued after 1800. But the mark, 
G D, in a square, impressed twice on 
the back of each spoon, was my only 
clue to the maker. Through consulting 
and comparing various book refer- 
ences, I found these spoons were made 
by George Christopher Dowig, who 
became a freeman of his trade in 1765. 
His shop in Philadelphia was located 
at Second and Chestnut Streets. Later 
he moved his business to Market 
Street in Baltimore, his home being 
on the north side of Baltimore and 
Gay Streets. 

Further inquiry gave me the names 
of ten other silversmiths, working be- 
tween 1770 and 1800, who made 
spoons with a species of bird on the 
bowl. Dowig’s name, however, was not 
on this list. As far as I have been able 
to find, these craftsmen, using the bird 
decoration, worked only in or near 
Philadelphia and Wilmington, and the 
vicinity which would include that part 
of Maryland which belonged to Dela- 
ware about that time. 

Very little of Dowig’s work has 
been found, although he sold his stock, 





by lottery, in Baltimore. A pair of 
bright-cut knee buckles by him are 
exhibited at the Baltimore Museum 
of Art, part of the collection of Mrs. 
Miles White. 

Teaspoons of the kind and period 
described were beautifully engraved, 
small and of light weight. They were 
made to conform with the custom of 
laying the spoon across the top of the 
teacup, indicating to the hostess that 
no more tea was desired. 

It is hoped that more of George 
Dowig’s silver may be located, and I 
should be happy to hear of other 
examples in existence. yp

Government Surplus Antiques 


By Joan RANZENHOFER 


OVERNMENT Surplus” is a term 

not generally connected with an- 
tique collecting . . . but when the 
government is that of London the 
connection becomes an obvious one. 
In a group of giant vault-like base- 
ment rooms in the London County 
Hall is a treasure-trove of surplus 
items salvaged from demolished build- 
ings . . . and all for sale at really 
nominal prices. 

This fabulous collection was begun 
at the turn of the century when many 
fine 17th and 18th century houses 
were pulled down to make way for a 
broad avenue in central London. The 
Historic Buildings Section of the 
London County Council salvaged 
paneling, tiles, hardware, architec- 
tural features from these houses. For 
over fifty years since then the scaven- 
gers of the Historic Building Section 
have been rescuing such antiques from 
buildings slated for demolition. 

During the Second World War, 
many gems were saved from bomb- 
damaged property, and as the de- 
mands of modern city life forced the 
destruction of old buildings, the col- 
lection has grown. Much of the 
material has been used to restore 
other historic buildings, much of it 
has been sent to London museums, 
and on loan to other museums 
throughout the British Isles . . . but 
the vast cellars kept filling with 
treasure. 

After years of Governmental par- 
laying, permission was _ recently 
granted for the sale of this vast 
collection . . . but only to those who 
will make proper use of it for restora- 
tion of old houses, or addition to 
antique collections. 

An appointment with a secretary 
of the Historic Buildings Section 


brings you to the giant office building 
facing The Thames. There you are 
taken through miles of corridors, 
down winding staircases to a huge 
steel door which swings back with an 
eerie “Inner Sanctum” squeak. Then 
into the vaults where piles of junk 
and gems throw strange shadows on 
the damp stone walls. The variety is 
staggering. 

Here a magnificent 18th century 
staircase leans crazily against a pile 
of 16th century oak paneling. Dainty 
wrought iron balconies are filled with 
boxes of Victorian art glass lamp 
globes. An 18th century marble 
mantelpiece lies next to 24 feet of 
17th century Flemish carved oak altar 
railing. 

A chimney pot and two bricks sur- 
round a Derby cheese dome, all lying 
on a wrought iron gate. Stuffed birds 
stare glassily at a panel of 18th cen- 
tury Chinese wallpaper. In short, this 
is a place to browse in, a place to get 
delightfully dirty in, to climb into 
corners and over obstacles and emerge 
with a treasure. 


Prices? Carved 18th century man- 
telpieces begin at about $15; wrought 
iron hinges, art glass lamp globes cost 
less than a dollar. Huge lead cisterns 
cast with cherubs and floral wreaths 
are sold at the scrap price of the lead 
(these are lovely used as garden 
planters). Treasure or trash... 
everything is priced at almost unbe- 
lievably low figures. 


If you are planning a trip to Lon- 
don, don’t miss this “Government 
Surplus” storehouse. You must make 
an appointment, so call Waterloo 5000, 
Ext. 394, and ask Miss Robert- 
son to guide you through the i 
cellars. Happy hunting!

with his new partner, more interest 
was added to the decoration by the 
use, although very sparingly, of color 
and gold in the designs. Polychrome 
landscapes replaced the sepia ones; 
floral designs, faithfully executed from 
nature, were mainly employed by the 
artists whose numbers or initials can 
be found on some of the china. Most 
of the products, however, were un- 
marked because it was intended for 
this locally-made china to compete 
with that imported from France and 
England. Since this imported ware 
was unmarked, Tucker copied that 
feature, much to our present day con- 
fusion. 

In a final attempt to wrest financial 
success from his efforts, which had 
brought him many citations and prizes 
from exhibitions, though not the hoped 
for financial return, William Ellis 
Tucker formed a new partnership, 
and the firm became Tucker and 
Hemphill. Designs in this third period 
(1832-1838) were mostly floral, and 
were increased in size and scale. Color 
was used with lavish profusion and 
gold applied wherever it could be 
used. The products rivalled the most 
elegant of the French imports. 

However, even though quite a few 
wedding sets were ordered and people 
of consequence praised the beauty of 
the ware, the factory simply did not 
make money. Labor troubles, sabo- 
teurs, reputedly sent from England to 
denude the cups and pitchers of 
handles just before they were fired, 
thus ruining the entire batch, high 
wages demanded by laborers as well 
as artists, and the lack of promotional 
advertising here and abroad—all these 
contributed to the final closing of the 
Philadelphia factory in 1838. 

What is probably the largest 
museum display of Tucker china in 
America is located at the Chester 
County Historical Society in West 
Chester, Pennsylvania, and will be 
one of the many attractions for the 
visitor at the annual Chester County 
Day to be held this year on October 
6th.* Other special collections of 
china, silver, prints, paintings, furni- 
ture and historic documents will be 
on view in the fine old houses along 
Street Road opened to the public on 
this first Saturday in October. 

Street Road itself has a story. Laid 

out by William Penn so that his 
daughter, Letitia, could travel with 
ease to her manor from Philadelphia, 
it was originally named “Marlborough 
Street”. Either because the local 
gentry would not, or could not, spell 
the long name, it was shortened 
to the more manageable “Street @ 
Road”, which it is called today.

Triple Back Sofas were in particu- 
lar vogue from 1855 to 1875. They were 
usually part of a matching parlor set, 
typically consisting of one or two sofas, 
gentleman’s armchair, lady’s armchair, 6 
side chairs and marble top center table.

Elsmore & Forster of Tunstall, 
marked their Ironstone ware with a large 
embossed seal along with a black printed 
label on the base. This firm is not listed 
in Chaffers or others, and was apparently 
short-lived, but the pieces can be dated 
from the embossed backstamp. Their 
Ironstone was of the finest, their excep- 
tionally lovely Morning Glory and Laurel 
Wreath patterns being second to none in 
design and workmanship. The miniature 
set shown in Ceres shape, by this firm, 
bears registry mark of Nov. 2, 1859. 
Identical in design and workmanship to 
the large pieces, the teapot is 514” tall 
to top of finial, cup is 2” tall with a 434” 
saucer. Set is complete with teapot, sugar, 
creamer and waste bowl, 6 cups and 
saucers, 6 teaplates.

Made For Protection of Milady’s Gems 
fers Last Half Of 19th Century, And 


ewe Caps 


or Earring Cases 


By Racwae.t L. CHAPMAN 


N the fashion magazines of the 

1870's, allusions are made to gold 
cross cases in which a fine diamond 
cross was enclosed, — “for daytime 
wear the plain gold case with diamond 
cross encased is worn; for evening 
wear the plain case is removed and 
diamond cross displayed”. Another 
fashion note, “opera caps are becoming 
increasingly popular’. The opera caps 
were earring cases enclosing gems of 
great value. In the days of western 
train robberies and dangerous travel, 
similar caps for earrings were worn. 

During the period following the dis- 
tire of diamonds in South Africa

(1867) the gems became cheaper and 
more plentiful. The decade following 
saw many fine pieces of jewelry set 
with the stones. Single large gems 
and clusters of diamonds of modern 
brilliant cut appeared in earrings. 
Since fashion notes eschewed the 
wearing of these gems with any but 
evening toilettes, and probably be- 
cause the ladies liked the luxurious 
feeling of wearing the stones, caps 
were made to cover the diamonds 
during the day. 

Plain, embossed, and engraved, 
these daytime cases gave no hint of 
the gems within. Others were con- 
structed with enamel decorations and 
sometimes set with rubies, sapphires 
and other stones. These more elabor- 
ate cases had a pierced effect at the 
bottom of the case through which the 
diamonds glinted. The gold of these 
cases was of the finest, and the caps 
extremely light in weight. The cross 
caps, or cases, were usually of plain 
gold, sometimes embossed or en- 
graved. 

Now collector’s pieces, many of 
these cases have been converted to 
charms. Some are found in silver since 
settings of diamonds were often of 
this metal. 

Although throughout the history of 
jewelry, cases were made to enclose 
amulets, charms, and other articles, 
the opera caps seem to have been 
made only during the last half of 
the 19th century and are said 
to have originated with the ix 
French.

too many Spinning Wheel ads and 
prices—to take their words without salt. 
However, some of our Western friends 
seemed under the same impression, feel- 
ing that the East had the advantage of a 
more plentiful supply, with no memories 
of chests, teasets, and iron kettles dis- 
carded on the covered wagon trail. Was 
this feeling of disparity in prices hinder- 
ing sales between one section of the 
country and another? We wondered. 
There was time to visit only a few shops 
in a limited area—and it’s never wise to 
generalize in any event. But we came 
away with the feeling that prices are 
pretty well standardized, east and west. 
There may be, as can be expected any- 
where, even from city to city in the same 
state, a variation in emphasis based on 
the demand. While prices on late period 
Victorian items may have seemed a bit 
higher than for the same items in, say, 
Pennsylvania, prices on old, early pieces 
often seemed less. (For instance a Riley, 
blue and white soup tureen with platter 
at Mrs. Hartman’s was $55. The inside 
was somewhat crazed and could do with 
a repair coating, but it still seemed a 
very tempting piece.) Perhaps the best 
way to answer any questions on Western 
prices is to show you what three of 
us bought, tell you where we bought 
them, what we paid, and let you draw 
your own conclusions. We might note that 
none of us were looking for bargains 
(though never averse). We bought what 
interested us, or what we collected, at 
the prices clearly marked on the bottom 
of the piece.

There is comfort and hominess about 
the style that suits well the small 
houses of today and offers a warmth 
and satisfaction that many individual- 
ists do not find in currently manu- 
factured “functional” pieces. Nor is 
the use of this style confined to the 
small or moderate income house. Cer- 
tain decorative items of this primitive 
type are decidedly “high style” and 
are as much at home in the modern 
city apartment as in the country farm- 
house. 

David Sheedy and George Dickey, 
owners of the Distelbird Antiques 
Shop at New Hope, Penna., specialize 
in primitives particularly in deco- 
rative items. Located as they are in 
the heart of Buck’s County, they reach 
what might be called a sophisticated 
trade, for the section is recognized as 
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a literary and artistic retreat. Among 
regular customers, they number many 
decorators from nearby New York 
and Philadelphia, who serve both city 
penthouse and country estate. The 
flair for the dramatic that these young 
men have, and their ability to recog- 
nize the decorative possibilities of the 
unusual, combined with innate good 
taste and a respect for their merchan- 
dise, have made their shop outstand- 
ing.

cester, the simple pattern may be 
accompanied by a multitude of artist 
marks), and those who were capable 
of more elaborate designs. These 
latter designs called for skilled treat- 
ment as in the “Chinoiserie”’, once 
ascribed to Michael Elkins of Bristol, 
and the early 19th century master- 
pieces of flower, bird, landscape, and 
figure painting by such artists as Peg 
the Quaker, Billingsley, and Baxter. 

The author is concerned primarily 
with aesthetic values, concentrating 
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on the origins, development and 
merits of the many different styles of 
painted and printed ornament found 
on English porcelain during the first 
hundred years of its manufacture. 
Chronological order is followed as 
closely as possible, and the convenient 
collating of the names and work of 
known artists is most welcome. The 
incidental information on such mat- 
ters as factory history and attribution 
are of added value. 

There is a fine selection of photo- 
graphs, grouped together in the second 
half of the book. While the text re- 
fers to the picture plates in the back 
of the book, there seems to be no 
reference from the pictures back to 
the text, a matter of perhaps personal 
annoyance only to this reviewer. 
Nonetheless, the illustrations are 
wisely chosen and beautifully. repro- 
duced, and the text is such that 
it can stand frequentre-readings ba 
to locate the point in question.

the cross bars, pale blue buds and 
lines in the centers of squares. This 
is a very adaptable paper and comes 
in a number of interesting color 
combinations. 


SALEM—This pattern, copied from 
a strip of wallpaper taken from a 
wall in Salem, Massachusetts, Amer- 
ican circa 1810, was in turn copied 
from the original hand blocked paper 
made in sheets. Color chosen here is 
grey ground, white floral lattice with 
black floral centers. It is especially 
suited to set off polished woods, 
Sheffield, brass and crystal. This type 
of pattern and subdued coloring 
would take the average medium sized 
picture: oil, colored engraving or 
black and whites. 


MELVIN VILLAGE—The fleur de 
lis composition of this design sug- 
gests its French origin. A roll of the 
original paper, circa 1850, was found 
in the attic of a Melvin, New Hamp- 
shire house. The photograph shows 
“Melvin Village” used as a_ back- 
ground for simple American pieces 
of pine and painted furniture in a 
small library. The color combination 
here was chosen with the honey 
tones of the pine furniture in mind. 
Background — greyish green, small 
design in white, larger motif in 
shades of brown, with bittersweet 
centers and berries. Old leather and 
the varied colors of the book bind- 
ings would complement the golden 
tones of the pine and keep the room 
from appearing dull. Braided or 
hooked rugs, old pewter, brass, cop- 
per, Ironstone, Staffordshire or a col- 
lection of amber and cobalt blue 
Sandwich glass are a few of the old 
things that this type of back- 
ground can show off to advan- 2 
tage.
